Here are the photos I took of the Strawberry Leafs at the 
ANS. We think we proved that the Strawberries are mint 
made. They have the same edge device as all other Wreath 
Cents except for the S8 & 9 (these two varieties are slightly 
different). It’s not easy to tell the difference from the 
enclosed picture. You really have to study them with a 
glass. Dan Holmes, Bob Grellman, John Kleeberg & I spent 
about 4 hours with Bob Hoge studying all the ANS Wreath 
Cents, along with some from my collection & all of Dan’s 
Wreaths. 


After we finished & the tray of 1793 cents was put back in 
the vault, Bob Grellman said we should have checked the 
edges on the Chain Cents. A few days later I checked my 
Chain Cents & found they were the same as on the S& & 9. 
What do you think this does to the emission sequence? 


Have you had a chance to make copies of the Levick plates 
yet? I’m really interested in seeing quality copies.
